STARTING A BAD HABIT. 


It seems a safe assumption that a 
good many innocent people are going 
to be shot not by bandits or lawbreak­ 
ers but by officers of the law and by 
nervous citizens before the present 
epidemic of crime waves is over. One 
man in New Jersey has just been se­ 
riously wounded by his brother, who 
took him for a bandit, and the chan­ 
ces are that there will be many similar 
tragedies. 
This is almost certain to 
be the case if cities like New York 
adopt the suggestion, endorsed even 
by conservative newspapers, that ci­ 
tizens generally shall go armed. 
There does not seem to be any 
doubt about the 
reality 
of the 
crime wave, especially in all of the 
larger cities, but there is a great 
deal 
of 
doubt 
about 
the 
ad­ 
visability of some of the methods pro­ 
posed to combat it. To turn the job 
over to the public ‘will be dangerous 
and may well be harmful in the long 
run. 
Not only wiH innocent people 
be killed by panicky citizens who im­ 
agine that they are about to be aft$qk- 
ed, but pistol-toting by the public 
generally during the emergency is 
likely in many cases to develop in|o a 
habit from which in years to cortin a 
great deal of bloodshed will result. 
The suppression of crime waves is 
a task for the police. It had better 
be left to them. When conditions, 
such as those now prevailing in New 
York, for instance, arise, a great many 
citizens are going to carry arms for 
their own protection; but to urge them 
publicly to do so ani to give the prac­ 
tice the sanction of authority is a mis­ 
take. It will do more harm than good 
in the end.

GROPING AT MARION. 


Despite the hopeful assertion em­ 
anating from Marion, Ohio, it becomes 
more and more evident that Mr. Hard­ 
ing is still groping in the dark and 
has seen no glimmer of real light in 
his quest for a new peace plan. Many 
will-o'-the-wisps have appeared be­ 
fore him, and some of these he has 
followed a little way. But they have 
only led him deeper into the morass; 
and nearly always, before he has fol­ 
lowed one of them far, another has 
appeared to right or to left and has 
beckoned him in anither direction. 
The fact seems to be that nearly 
every one of the advisers whom the 
president-elect has invited to confer 
with him carries his own will-o’-the- 
wisp. Each one of them either has a 
peace plan of his own or else has ir- 
eoncilable objections to each and ev­ 
ery peace plan that has been offered. 
There may sometimes be safety in a 
multitude of counsellors, but in this 
case the only result seems to be a dire 
confusion of counsel. 
The latest announcement from Mar­ 
ion is as optimistic in its phrasing as 
any of th^ earlier ones. We are told 
that President-elect Harding’s series 
of conferences have brought him 
much nearer the solution of the big 
problems of his administration.” But 
when the dispatch goes on to specify, 
it falls pretty flat. 
“The alan as it 
now shapes up,” says the dispatch, “is 
understood to contemplate a diplo­ 
matic exchange with Great Briti^fe, 
France, Italy and japan soon after {ne 
new administration begins on March 
4, asking that they consider the possi­ 
bilities of agrem ent between them 
and fhe United States to exert a united 
moral force for world peace.” If this 
is as far as Mr. Harding has got, it is 
plain that he has got nowhere at all. 
How can he get anywhere? 
The 
difficulties in his way are illustrated 
by the latest utterance of Senator 
Reed, once a leader of the demo­ 
crats, whom Mr. Harding has elevated 
The whole basis of Mr. Harding’s ef­ 
forts to find a substitute for jthe 
League of Nations rests on the prem­ 
ise that the association must be judi­ 
cial and not political, but Jim Reed 
now declares that a judicial associa­ 
tion w ould be just as bad as a political 
one, and he intimates plainly that he 
will not give his consent to such an ar­ 
rangement 
To the observer on the oustide it 
looks very much as if what is happen­ 
ing at Marion daily comes down to 
this: Mr. Harding is discovering, 
through his conferences, that there is 
no repl hope of harmonizing the dif­ 
ferences which republican policy dur­ 
ing the campaign helped to broaden 
and deepen. He is realizing that the 
irreconcilable elements, which were so 
much strengthened by his party's cam­ 
paign policy of pandering to them, 
can never be brought into agreement 
with the really constructive and lib­ 
eral thought of his party. This means 
that it will be impossible to evolve at 
Marion any concrete, tangible, defi­ 
nite plan for world peace, and so all 
that may be expected to result from 
the conferences is some vague and 
general and meaningless proposal Jo 
which nobody wUl think it worth

Ask No More Rate Hikes 
Washington, Dec. 27.—American 
railroads, completing a record year, 
have no intention of asking for an­ 
other general 
increase in rates, 
Thomas De Witt Cuyler, chairman 
of the association of railway execu­ 
tives. declared in a statement 
re­ 
viewing the railroad situation for 
the year of 1920. 
The year just ending. Chairman 
Cuyler asserted, 
saw 
American 
railroads placed again under priv­ 
ate operation, and under such 
di­ 
rection saw them move a larger 
gross tonnage than ever before, and 
also establish new records in 
the 
amount of 
transportation 
gotten 
out of each car. 
These records, 
Cuyler added, were not achieved by 
the railroads alone, but with the 
aid of shippers in unloading cars 
and with “the day and night, rain 
or shine work of hundreds of thou­ 
sands of employes.” 
The railway executives’ associa­ 
tion chairman referred 
in his re­ 
view to reports that the railroads 
plan to ask for further increase in 
rates, and in that connection said: 
“I know of no movement on the 
part of the railroads for a general 
increase in rates. Nor do I expect 
any. It is true that the railroad 
companies are not yet 
receiving 
from the increased rates anything 
like the 6 per cent return needed. 
But the railroad executives realize 
that they are trustees of a great 
public interest in the reduction of 
railroad operating expenses to the 
lowest possible figure, and every 
effort will be made during the com 
ing year to accomplish this by fur­ 
ther economies and effeciency.” 
The achievements of the railroad 
companies since return 
of their 
lines to 
private 
operation 
last 
march I were set forth by Chair­ 
man Cuyler as follows: 
“Increased the 
average 
move­ 
ment per freight car per day 6.3 
miles—from 22.3 to 28.6 miles. 
“Increased the average load per 
car 1.7 tons—from 28.3 to 30 tons. 
“Made substantial reduction in 
the number of unservicable locomo- 
times. 
“Reduced the accumulation 
of 
loaded but unmoved freight cars 
from 103,237 on March I to 21,991 
on December 3, of which only 6386 
were* detained because of the inab­ 
ility of the railroads to move them. 
“Relocated approximately i&O.OOG 
box cars from the past to the west 
for the movement of farm products. 
“Relocated approximately 180.000 
open-top cars from the west to the 
east to keep up the production of 
coal. 
“Moved the third 
highest coal 
production in the history of 
the 
country. 
“Spent over $500,000,000 extra on 
improving 
the maintenance 
of 
tracks, bridges, cars and locomo­ 
tives. 
“Contracted to spend about $250,- 
000,000, largely out of earnings for 
additions and betterments to pro­ 
mote the movement of cars. 
“Made arrangement to purchase 
approximately 50,000 new freight 
cars, 1500 new locomotives and 1000 
new passenger cars. 
“Begun the reconstruction 
of 
thousands of old cars. 
“Moved—with 
a 
deteriorated 
plant under disturbed labor and 
business 
conditions—the largest 
volume of traffic ever known in a 
single year, with the highest effi­ 
ciency yet achieved, 
and with a 
minimum addition to the value of 
the property on which the public 
has to pay a return through rates.”
